Relapsing fever is neither a fatal nor a fash-
jonable diease, It nttacks the poor, those who
live in squalor, snd whose hopes of worldly hap-
pincas are permanently squelched, The doctors
say It has been in the city ever since last Oclo-
ber, but only within the Iast fortnight has it
prevailed to any unuswal extent.
